New Brunswick, N. J., November 
1.—The amazing case of Mrs. Edward 
Wheeler Hall, wife of the | pastor 
slain in the Hall-Mills murder mys- 
tery here seven weeks ago; “is in the 
hands of the jury.” To all intents 
and purposes this hitherto silent fig- 
ure in the dramatic murder labyrinth 
has been placed on trial, “has taken 
the stand in her own defense”—and 
the people are left to judge. 

Probably never before in Ameri- 
ean history has there been a parallel 
of the proceedings which came to a 
climax here Wednesday afternoon 
when Mrs. Hall submitted to a bat- 
tery of questions from reporters re- 
garding her place in the mysterious 
crime. 

Behind the veil of insinuations, 
charges and alleged clues, public opin- 
ion long.ago fixed upon the widow the 
role of defendant in the shocking mur- 
der of her, husband and his choir 
singer sweetheart, Mrs. Eleanor Mills. 
Then, out of the mystery and murk 
of an alleged investigation of many 
weeks, there suddenly appeared the 
figure of one “Mrs. Gibson”—a hog 
raiser. She declared she saw the

Death Is Sudden 


Of Thomas Nelson 
Page, Virginian 


Famous Diplomat, Lawyer 
and Author Passes Away 


at Plantation Home. 
Micchalccsindienititinsen 

Richmond, Va., November 1. 
Thomas Nelson Page, lawyer, diplo- 
mat and author, dropped dead of heart 
failure at 1:20 o’clock this afternoon, 
while walking in the garden of his 
old plantation home, “Oakland,” in 
Hanover 

Mr. Page, apparently in the best 
of health, was walking in the garden 


with his sister-in-law, Mrs. Rosewel! 
Page, when he suddenly collapsed. He 


was carried into the house and med- 
ical aid was hastily summoned, but 
the distinguished statesman was 
found to be beyond the assistance of 
human agencies. He died within a 
few minutes. 

Mr. Page had apparently enjoyed 
the best of health in recent months 
and his sudden death came as a shock 
to Virginia and the nation. About a 
month ago he came to Virginia to 
spend the winter at the old home near. 
Beaver Dam with his brother’s family. 
He announced that he would soon be- 
yin the preparation of a book deal- 
ing with his experiences as a diplo- 
mat in the service of his country as 
ambassador to Italy during the try- 
ing days of the world war. 

Of First Citizens. 

He descended from one of Virginia’s 
first families, Mr. Page was one of 
the Old Dominion’s first citizens. His 
father and mother were both descen- 
dunts of General Thomas Nelson, one 
of the signers of the declaration of 
independence. 

Mr: Page was educated in the 
achools of his native state. He en- 
tered Washington and Lee university 
at the time General Robert FE. Lee 
was its president. Leaving that in- 
stitution, he taught school for a year, 
and then entered the University of 
Virginia, taking up the study of law. 
He graduated under the late John B. 
Minor in 1874, and engaged in the 
practice of his profession in Rich- 
mond. 

A fondness for literature caused 
Mr. Page to devote much of his time 
to literary pursuits and his writings 
were sought eagerly by some of the 
largest publishers in the country. 
His quaint style of writing added an 
attraction to his stories that was ir 
resistible, and he soon won a host 
of admirers among the readers of 
popular magazines and periodicals to 
which he contributed. 

Some Famous Books. 

“Marse Chan” was one of his first 
productions. The story was publish- 
ed by a New York magazine while 
Mr. Page was a iawyer at the local 
bar. ‘This story has often been de 
clared Mr. Page’s best literary work. 

His dialect stories of the negro of 
ante-bellum days are regarded as 
among the best. His intimate knowl- 
edge of the negro, gained through as- 
sociation in a land where the natural 
instincts of the race are pronounced, 
added a touch to his stories of the 
old time darkey that has not been 
duplicated by other writers. 

Twenty-five. yeats ago Mr. Page 
abandoned the practice of law and 
devoted his entire attention to literary 
work. Since that time he bas written 
a number of books which make up a 
part of the country’s best literature. 
In addition to tLis work he kept up

SULUTION IS NEAR, 
STATE OFFICERS 


Investigators Confident 
Now That Langston 
Was Killed as Result of 
Recent Raid on Still. 


OFFICERS ARE LOOKING

Two Men Believed to 
Have Hand in Crime.

With a chain of incriminating cir- 
cumstances drawing closer and closer 
ubout the three suspects in custédy 
at Fayetteville, investigators probing 
the slaying of James C. Langston, 
Fairburn mail carrier, announced 
Wednesday that the mystery will be 
solved within a few hours. 

Substantiating the theory of offi- 
cers that Langston was killed be- 
cause he was suspected of having 
“tipped off’ the authorities to a 
moonshine still on the farm of 
Charlie Waller, one of the three pris- 
oners, private detectives engaged by 
Fairburn citizens to ascertain the 
identity of the slayer announced Wed- 
nesday that during the day they had 
found witnesses who claim that fol- 
lowing a recent raid on the still Wal- 
ler made threats against the infor- 
mant, not knowing at the time his 
identity. 

Fourth Suspect. 

The next step, according to detec- 
tives, will be the arrest of a man who 
spent last Friday night at the home 
ef Charlie Waller, which is within 
200 yards of the spot where the slain 
body was found. His name was not 
made public, but he is believed to 
bave been one of two men who en- 
xaged the postman in conversation 
and then beat him to death with an 
ax. 

W. R. Adams, head of the Adams

Cochran is Siwt. 

About 11°20 o'cluck Cochran, wno 
operated a soda, cigar and fruit store 
in partnership with Charlie Cumbas, 
was shot in the presence of a ero 
employee. The employee was arrested 
the following day on suspicion and 
later released. 

Cochran was taken to Grady hos- 
pital, one block away, ut he died | 
without regaining consciousness.

PROBE IN GEORGIA 


Action Is Taken After 
Many Complaints of In- 
humane Treatment of 
Convicts Are Received. 


PRISON CAMP REFORM 
PROGRAM IS APPROVED 


Committee on Church Co- 
Operation Is Pushing: 
Changes That Will Rev-: 
olutionize Conduct of 
Camps. 


Governor Hardwick, Wednesday, 


informed the committee on church 
co-operation that he will immediately 
urge the state prison commission to 
conduct a rigid investigation of 
charges in numerous instances that 
prisoners in “Georgia prison camps 
are brutally flogged and are given 
inhumane treatment. 

Charles N. Walker, spokesman for 
the committee, who presente the 
matter to the governor in behalf of 
the churches body. at the same tiie 
announced that the governor bas ap- 
proved a program of prison camp re- 
forms that will revolutionize the sys- 
tem of corporal punishment now in 
vogue and will insure fair an! humane 
treatment to all convicts. 

This program is being drawn up 
by officials of the committee, Mr. 
Walker stated, and will be presented 
to the governor in a few days. He 
‘declared that no extra legislation will 


into. effect, but that it will be in- 
augurated by instructions of the pris- 
on commission from the governor. 
who is empowered by law to regulate 
prison affairs. 

Features of Program. 

Chief features of the new program 
will be as follows: 

Written reports from prison camp 
officials of instances of ‘iscondact 
on the part of prisoners, these to be 
filed with the prison commission.

Comparing the work of the modern 
scientists who have made possible tne 
uses of electricity in the home which 
are being demonstrated with the fa- 
bled magicians of ancient times, the 
mayor declared that wonderful as the 
fables are, modern electrical science 
has eclipsed them. 

“The magicians are fabled to have 
done splendid things—they dealt with 
princes. and their ideals were wealth 
and power,” declared the mayor. “In 
this home human ingenuity has made 
the simple labor of home of joy, and 
has brought happiness and vuntent- 
nent within the reach of the income 
of the average son. At the same 
time,” he added, “splendid liars as 
these magicians must have been, had 
they in their day told of. performing 
just a few of the wonders that elec- 
tricity will perform in this home, ther 
reputation as liars must have been 
stupendous.” 

The Electrical home was built and 
equipped by the Atlanta Electrical 
association, in co-operation with the 
Clark Stewart company, builders, and 
the Charmberlain-Jobnson-DuBose Co., 
With the purpose of making not only 
an ideal home, but to have in it as 
well the last word in electrical equip- 
ment which will make for comfort 
and convenience. It is intended pure- 
ly as a demonstration of the uses to 
which electricity may be put in the 
home, Nothing is*sold at the home, 
ana ne orders are taken.

Over Last Year 


Tax .Books Will Remain 
Open Until November 15, 
Committee Announces. 


City taxes collected from January 
1, to October 31, 1922, exceed the 
taxes collected during the same pe- 
riod in 1921 by $422,262, according 
to a report submitted to the tax com- 
mittee of the city council Wednesday 
afternoon by tax collectors. 

Collections are better than in a 
number of years past. Actua) reve- 
nue received to date totals $2,998,035, 
while on October 81 last year only 
$2,575,723 had been paid in by the 
taxpayers. 

The committee voted another ex- 
tension of’ time until November 15 
before the tax books will close per- 
manently for the year. After that 
date fi. fa.’s will be issued against 
delinquents. 

A delegation of Atlanta produce 
brokers appeared before the commiit- 
tee and asked a reduction of their 
license from $60 to $25 a year. Their 
request was referred to the city at- 


torney. 


HARDWICK ORDERS 
~ PROBE OF CAMPS 
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were presented to the governor in be- 
half of the committee by Charles N. 
Walker, president of the Atlanta Civic 
league. Others on the committee were 
W. W. Orr, Marion Jackson and 
James Morton. 

Governor Hardwick told the mem- 
bers of the committee that in some 
cases whipping convicts was neces- 
sary as a last resort but he said such 
whippings should be reported by the 
authorities and should take place only 
in the presence of a physician. 

Reforms Are Sought. 

“Reforms along the line vf whipping 
of convicts,” Mr Walker told The 
Constitution Wednesday ‘night, “have 
been sought after for some time. by 
thé committee on church co-operation. 
We have been before the governor 
several times with our ideas, and we 
are delighted that he has approved 
them. 

“Only thirteen states in the entire 
country have failed to abolish cor- 


b 
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with the system, 

that have made the change find it 
worke better than the inhumane prac- 
tice of common promiscuous lasbing. 

“In Georgia no facilities are pro- 
vided for properly punishing men who 
vefuse to work or are guilty of mis- 
conduct, so that unti] these things 
are provided, there must of necessity 
be some whipping as punishment. 

“Consequently, our aim is to human- 
ize the system of lashing convicts and 
to assure that fair treatment be given 
the men. One handicap is that prison 
guarde, we find, are as a genera! rule, 
a low order of men, with their in- 
stincts for brutal! punishment whetted 
by their environment. Any convict 
who incurs their ill will is apt to ve 
flogged at_any moment on any pro- 
vocation—or none at all, for we have 
no mear® of checking up on the treat- 
ment of prisoners. 

Flogged Unmercifully. 

“This committee bas cited to the 
governor cases where men were flog- 
ged unmercifully and left in a danger- 
ous state of physical being. We have 
even shown him where convicts were 
whipped and died, and instances of 
administering of as many as 25 or 30 
lashes at the time are rather common, 
when the law specifically provided 
that ten lashes at a time is the limit 
allowed. 

“We wish to put into force a sys 
tem by which a guard must turn tn 
a written complaint against a pris 
oner guilty of misconduct and that 
the prison commission must review 
the report and decide on the punish- 
ment, 

“Then some prison offeial who 
did not turn in the- report and had 
nothing to do with the complaint will 
be designated to administer the penal- 
ty. Also a physician will in at- 
tendance to assure proper medical at- 
tention if it is needed. In this way 
we will eliminate the possible ele- 
ment of personal animosity in punish- 
ing refractory prisoners. 

“Brutally Beaten.” 

“A case which came to our at- 

tention recently wap of an educated 


convict who was brutally beaten. 
When he had received something like 
30 lashes he turned to the guard whip- 
ping him and asked: ‘Do you know 
that you are violating the law in giv- 
ing me more than ten lashes?” 

““*To hell with the law,’ was the 
guard’s reply, ‘we are the law here. 
Tie him up again, boys.’ And the 
convict was given another whipping 
then and there for his statement to 
the guard.” “ 

Mr. Walker stated fhat the govergop 
had expressed full sympathy with the 
prison reform program outlined by the 
committee, which is also preparing for 
the governor’s approval a syste: of 
penalties for prison camp authorities 
who exceed their authority in ustng 
the lash or who are fotlnd guiity of 
inhumane treatment to prisoners. 

The program, together with the 
proposed new system on lashmg, will 
be submitted to Governor Hardwick 
in the course of only a day or two,

ed spinning wheel and some children’s 


toys, it might have been a courtroom. 
Certainly as the drama unfolded, and 
one questioner after another took up 


the searching probe into Mrs. Hall's 
Jjife, there was a legal air to the 
proceedings. ‘Two official court sten- 
ographers were present to take down 
a transcript of questions and an- 
swers, 

Mrs. Hall was not represénted by 
an attorney. She answered each ques- 
tion without a moment's, hesitation, 
entirely unaided. 

Reporters, who have been barred 
from the Stevens home, were invited 
to enter the parlor. They ranged in 
an informa! ;semi-circle, with mach 
flapping of notebooks, enough to dis- 
turb even one not generally suspected 
of complicity in a murder. 

Timothy Pfeiffer, Mrs. Hall’s law- 
yer, introduced her—as if telling her 
to take the stand—and then imme- 
diately withdrew. 

Stern-Faced Woman. 

The newspapermen saw a caim, 
grey-haired, rather stern-faced woman 
of about ‘fifty yearns or more, dressed 
in a simple black gown with a light 
black silk scarf thrown over her shodl- 
ders, standing unconcernedly before 
them. Short in stature, the pastor's 
widow gives the impression of being 
thieck-set, but her silk-clad ankles were 
slim ‘as a girl’s. Mrs. Hall seated her- 
self in a rocking chair. The court sten- 
ographers dipped their pens, and the 
“trial” proceeded. ; 

For fifty minutes, questioners 
trained in the art of cross-examina- 
tion flung questions at Mrs. Hall. She 
answered several hundred with but a 
single exception. . When asked where 
Dr. Hail acquired the $20,000 which 
she said was the amount of his wealth 
at the time of the murder, she re- 
quested permission not to answer. 

She denied any knowledge of the 

perpetration.of the crime. She de- 
clared herself willing to confront Mrs. 
Gibson, her accuser, if the authori- 
ties saw fit. = 
Seemed Unmoved, 
In answering questions that exposed 
ruthlessly her life with the slain pas- 
tor, she spoke distinctly, in a low 
voice. Her heavy black eyebrows 
were drawn together occasionally in 
thought as she took an instant to 
consider her answer to some particu- 
larly searching question. She wore 
eyé-glasses. The corners of her mouth 
were drawn down grimly, but there 
was no evidence of suppressed emo- 
tion.

But the 
bout was peculiar, taking that aspect 
from the time the gamblers began to 
gather in the “betting ring” outside 
the main entrance of the arena. The 
“ring” was where the citcus people 
keep the freaks when the circus is 
doing its show without any pretense 
at being anything else but being a 
circus. 

A yambling gentleman who was 
associated with the Chicago White 
Sox of 1919 in their famous pillow- 
peeping tableau in a Cincinnati hotel, 
was conspicuous among the gamblers. 
And as a result of some very lively 
fluctuations of the betting odds in 
the last hour or so before Britton 
entered the ring to make his last stand 
in defense- of the title, the commis- 
sion ordered Joe Humphries, the of- 
fitial announcer, to say that all bets 
were formally called off. This caused 
great surprise and much airy com- 
ment. 

Walker Favored. 

Jack Sharkey, the featherweight, 
who is not adverse to turning a few 
rubles for himself by hacking his 
judgment, came up to the ringside 
shortly before the fight and said that 
the price had varied te 2 to 1 on 
Walker to win. Vor the fast 
few days Britton had been the fav- 
orite so this switch in the prices was 
very interesting indeed. 

There appears to be no connection 

between the gambling phenomenon and 
the action of the fighters in tke 
rane: Britton simpiy looked weak ana 
old.
